good fur the countless blessings 
wherewith, hedias visited this nation.

Done 
at the city of Washington tliis seventh 
day of Novenioer, 1884, and tlic Inde- 
. 'fendeiioe «f the United Sti^tes, the 
one hnudred aud ninth."

A fiiriking feature of Mr. Forney's 
career in politics and journalism was his 
discovery of Qen. Grant as Presidential 
candidate. The suggestion was first 
made by Mr. Forney in the fall of 1867, 
just after his ratam from Europe, where 
he had been to Visit the Paris Expo- 
sition of that year, to Chief Just ce 
.Carter, of the District of Colorado, and 
Senator Thayer, of Nebraska. After di- 
gesting the idea for a day or two it im- 
pressed Mr. Forney favorably, and— but 
he can tell tlie story in his own words : 
" I retired to my rooms on Capitol hill 
and prepared the five-oolumn article 
which tippeiiti in tbe WiohfaiigtoD 
Chronicle and the Philadelphia Prtti 
of Nov. 7, 1867. After it woe in type 
Senator Thayer and myself called 
upon John A Rawlins, Chief of Gen. 
Granl':i stall', urid n-ad it t<i liini. IIi; iu- 
htantly advi.sed that it should iipjiciir the 
vt'i-y next day ; but I auHwiTi'd that 
Gen, Grant was not a candidafo for Pres- 
ident, and did not desire to be, and, it I 
printed it without authority, tlg^ra was 
little doubt that some rnperseili^eal^le 
lx>litioian would call upon him and ask 
him if be had been 'made a candidate 
with his sanction. He will, of course, 
reply that he never saw the article until 
it was iu print, and bo all y<nir seliimiua 
to make him President gang agley. 
Then Ilawlins took it in to Gen. Grant 
imd staid a long time. 'When he re- 
turned be eoid, 'Qen. Qront ia qnite 
pleased with your statement of his por 
litioal record, and surprised that he 
proves to be so good a Republican.' " 
Of ooniss Grant woa predestined to be 
Prmldent of the United flMH. but then
